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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The after final amendment filed on 3/2/2010 has been acknowledged. In this amendment, Applicant proposes to 
amend claims 13, 18, and 25. This amendment raises new issues in its recitation of claim 1 wherein each of the micro- filters comprises at 
least two filter parts located serially with each other, each filter part having plural filter poles arranged not to pass an agglutinated blood 
mixture, the space interval between the filter poles in the filter part closer to the reagent storage chamber being wider than that between the 
filter poles in the filter part farther away from the reagent storage chamber. Examination of these new structural requirements in the claims 
requires further consideration and/or search because of the different scope of the amended claims. Therefore, because of arguments of 
record, the rejections are herein maintained. 
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
